8. NEW AMBASSADORS TO POLAND, NEW ZEALAND, FINNV R, 
SWEDEN, SWITZERLAND, DENMARK, SPAIN (UNCL) 

THE GUB HAS DESIGNATED NEW NON-RESIDENT AMBASSADORS TO 
SEVEN COUNTRIES: 

- DR. BA MAUNG, AMBASSADOR TO CZECHOSLOVAKIA, TO BE 
CONCURRENTLY AMBASSADOR TO POLAND. 

- DR. NYI NYI, AMBASSADOR TO AUFHRALIA, TO BE CON- 
CURRENTLY AMBASSADOR TO NEW ZEALAND.

9. NARCOTICS: ARRESTS AND SEIZURES (UNCL) 

MANDALAY POLICE AND PEOPLE'S COUNCIL MEMBERS RAIDED THE

BOTH WERE ARRESTED WHEN SMALL AMOUNTS OF HEROIN WERE

10. C-47S, DC-3'S GROUNDED (LOU) 

SUBSEQUENT TO A MUCHOBVIOUS LOSS OF A BURMA AIR FORCE 

C-47 IN EARLY JULY (EVIDENCE OF EXPLOSION OR DISMEMBERMENT 
WAS PRESENT), THE BAF GROUNDED ITS ENTIRE C-47 FLEET. 
CONCURRENTLY, BURMA AIRWAYS (BAC) FOLLOWED SUIT WITH 
THEIR DC-3 DAKOTA FLEET. THE TOTAL NUMBER OF AIRCRAFT 
INACTIVATED UNTIL COMPLETION OF X-RAYS AND CONTROL/CONTROL 
SURFACE CHECKS, IS TWENTY. AS OF THIS DATE THE PROBLEM 
HAS NOT BEEN RESOLVED. PUBLIC NOTIFICATION OF NOTAM (NOTICE 
TO AIRMEN) TO AVOID A SMALL GEOGRAPHIC AREA BETWEEN TAUNGOO 
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AND PEGU, WHERE THE CRAFT WAS LOST, SEEMS RATHER OVER- 
DRAMATIC AND UNWARRANTED; THE LIKELIHOOD BEING THAT SEVERE 
WEATHER WAS THE CAUSE OF THE CRASH. 

1 . BURMA NAVY INTEREST IN PATROL VESSELS (CONF) 

THERE ARE NUMEROUS INDICATIONS THAT THE BURMESE NAVY 
IS ACTIVELY CONSIDERING AND NEGOTIATING VERERIBLE ACQUI- 
SITION OF PATROL VESSELS, BOTH DOMESTICALLY AND FROM 
FOREIGN COUNTRIES. POSSIBLE FOREIGN SUPPLIERS UNDER 
CONSIDERATION INCLUDE ISRAEL, FRANCE, SINGAPORE, THE 
UNITED STATES, REPUBLIC OF KOREA, YUGOSLAVIA, USSR, AND 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. MOST REPORTED CONSIDERATION INVOLVES 
VESSELS BETWEEN 50 AND 100 FEET IN LENGTH, ALTHOUGH 
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VESSELS SMALLER AND LARGER THAN THIS ARE ALSO UNDER DIS- 
CUSSION. THE DECISION WILL BE IMPORTANT FOR BURMA NAVY'S 
FUTURE, BECAUSE COASTAL PATROL IS LIKELY TO CONTINUE TO
